the challenges of the 21 st century." 

Based upon the Search Committee's unanimous 
recommendation, the Board of Selectmen unanimously 
voted to appoint Ms. McCullough as the Temporary Town 
Clerk through the next annual election in April, 2002. The 
board members thanked the committee for all their hard 
work and effort in selecting the Town Clerk replacement. 

At 7:15 pm the board met with Water/ Sewer 
Superintendent William T. Nicholson to discuss articles 
being proposed for an upcoming Special Town Meeting. 
Mr. Nicholson said that in light of the town's recent 
approval for zero percent interest funding for sewer 
projects on Park Street and phase one of the Crescent 
Beach area, they need to have the "paper work" filed to be 
able to accept and expend the state funding. "I'm propos- 
ing we place three articles on a Special Town Meeting 
warrant," Mr. Nicholson said. "One article is to revisit the 
Park Street project (from the Annual Town Meeting) . . . 
there some verbiage which needs to be clarified." 

Mr. Nicholson said the projects will encompass 
the Park Street area and the so-called "Crescent Beach" 
phase one will include homes along Prospect Road, 
Crescent Beach to Creek Street, and the majority of Pico 
Beach. Phase two, for which they are now seeking ap- 
proval for funding, will cover the remainder of Pico Beach 
and surrounding homes.

Scott regarding the establishment of a protocol for fire 
alarm calls during the construction work at Old Rochester 
Regional Junior and Senior High Schools. Chief Scott 
suggested that the Mattapoisett Fire Department handle 
all fire alarm calls and Marion be called out on a second 
alarm, as needed. But Chief Davis met with Chief Scott 
and expressed "concern that this policy does not protect 
the best interest of the schools." 

"Personally, I think as long as there is one Marion 
student (at ORR), the Marion Fire Department will 
(respond)," agreed Chairman Dickerson. 

• Letter from resident Carol Sanz, expressing her 
disappointment with the board's decision to deny a 
mooring appeal made by Eric Woods on July 10. "This is 
the first year of a brand new policy (and) I expected the 
board to be more reasonable and a little 'forgiving' for 
those who showed a clear and honest intent to pay," she 
wrote. 

• Likewise, the Marion Marine Resources Com- 
mission (MRC) sent a memo advising that at a special 
meeting they unanimously voted to request the Board of 
Selectmen to reverse their mooring appeal denial for Mr. 

"While the rules were made to get tough with 
mooring fee deadbeats, this one is clearly a case of a well- 
intentioned Marion sailor who took every reasonable 
precaution to insure timely payment of his fees, even to 
the extent of trying to pay last fall before leaving on a 
sailing trip," the letter stated.

At 7:15 pm the board opened a hearing upon a 
request from Verizon to install underground utility cables 
along South and Main Streets in Marion Village. An 
abutting resident expressed concern that removing the 
telephone pole at the corner of Main and South Streets 
would also eliminate a needed street light. Selectman 
Winters suggested that a condition of the permit approval 
could be added to require another form of street light — 
perhaps an antique-style street lamp — be installed in its 
place. 

"We'll work with N-Star to make sure some sort 
of light remains," Chairman Dickerson said. With that, the 
board unanimously voted to approve the underground 
installation request. 

At 7:25 pm the board met with Lee Hayes to 
discuss future plans for the sewer extension project in the 
so-called "Berry Patch" neighborhoods which will pro- 
vide service to homes along the Dexter Beach and Delano 
Road area. To date, they've been working on engineering 
plans to the tune of about $21,000 and now they need to 
determine how the project will be funded so they can 
move forward. 

"We've told residents it would be paid through 
betterments ... at least 20 years," Mr. Hayes said. "But do 
we want to give people waivers in certain circumstances? 
If someone just put in a new Title V septic system, can 
they get a break? Our goal now is to get the system 
designed and ready for the fall Special Town Meeting 
with a betterment amount attached to it. Then, we hope to

begin construction in 2002. Hopefully, this will give 
people time to decide how they want to go before the 
(Town Meeting)." 

"We also need to decide if there is someone with a 
new Title V system," Selectman Winters added, "will they 
be forced to tie in ... or can they tie in at a later date?" 

At 7:30 pm the board held a joint meeting with 
the newly-formed Personnel Committee to begin the 
process of establishing and fine-tuning the town's Person- 
nel Policy.

employee orientation package; make hiring/ procedure 
forms such as job applications, letters of rejection and 
offer, and reference checks; maintain and retain employee 
personnel records; establish a classification and compen- 
sation plan for non-union employees; collect comparative 
wage data; and establish a policy for pre-employment 
physicals. 

"It's going to be some time before we get all this 
done, but it will be worth the effort to have a (solid) 
policy in place," Selectman Winters said.

There being no further matters to discuss in Open 
Session, they would thereafter adjourn for the evening.

CANINE ALLERGIES 

My dog spends lots of time chewing and licking at his 
feet. What does this mean? 

Your dog is showing signs of allergies. People with 
allergies tend to cough and sneeze. Dogs tend to 
chew, lick and rub. 

What can my dog he allergic to and what should 1 do? 
Your dog can be allergic to food, fleas, articles that 
he contacts such as wool rugs and all of the pollens, 
molds and dusts that affect people. Try to keep a di- 
ary of your dogs itchiness to determine if it occurs 
all year round or if it is seasonal.

Project GROW Applications 

Parents of preschoolers who are interested in 
applying for an opening in Project GROW, Old 
Rochester's integrated preschool program, should keep 
an eye on the mail over the next week. Applications for 
Project GROW will be mailed to all children residing in 
Marion, Mattapoisett, and Rochester who will turn three 
years old by September 1, 2001. Children who are age- 
eligible for Kindergarten are not eligible to apply to 
Project GROW. 

Beginning its fifteenth year of operation, the 
program is accredited by the National Association for the 
Education of Young Children. It serves children with and 
without special needs in three classrooms, one to serve the 
children in each of the three district towns. This year, the 
Center School class, serving children from Mattapoisett, 
will be housed at the Sippican School due to the Center 
School construction project. Marion and Rochester 
children will attend class in their local elementary school. 
Classes meet Tuesday through Friday, four hours each 
day and follow the preschool calendar. The program is 
free-of-charge. Parents are responsible for providing 
transportation. As a family-centered program, parents are 
expected to play an active role in their child's educational 
experience. A wide variety of opportunities for involve- 
ment are made available. The child's teacher visits all 
families approximately every eight weeks to address an 
educational issue identified by the family. 

The program seeks to serve children who have 
not had any previous preschool experience. Priority for 
enrollment is given to families whose income falls below 
50 percent of state median income and any child consid- 
ered at risk due to a challenging family situation. All age- 
eligible children are encouraged to apply. 

Applications will go in the mail on July 29. 
Additional applications will be available at the 
Superintendent's Office for those who did not receive one

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Dino-Might

Jurassic Park III. Starring Sam Neill, William H. Macy, 
and Tea Leoni. Directed by Joe Johnston. Running time: 90 
minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. At Cinema 12 at the North 
Dartmouth Mall and Flagship Cinemas in New Bedford. 

It may seem odd to criticize a summer movie for delivering the 
goods, but Jurassic Park III delivers the goods to the exclusion of 
anything else. The movie is the utmost in studio wish-fulfillment: 
You want raptors, we got 'em; you want dinosaurs you haven't seen 
before, we got a huge Spinosaurus and flocks of pteranadons; you 
want chase scenes, you want action, we got plenty of that. So why 
couldn't I quite warm to this stripped-down dino-fest? Maybe 
because it feels totally animated by what Universal thinks — or 
hopes — we want; it feels like one of those old one-off Marvel comic 
books with plot points suggested by readers. 

The original Jurassic Park (1993) and its follow-up The Lost 
World (1997), both directed by Steven Spielberg, had their moments 
of bloat and absurdity, but that only made the dinosaur attacks seem 
more vivid. (In Jaws and Close Encounters, Spielberg was able to 
surround the money scenes with dialogue and character scenes of 
actual interest, but that was back in the '70s, when such things were 
allowed in big movies.) This time, Spielberg steps aside and lets Joe 
Johnston (Jumanji, October Sky) take the wheel; Johnston seems 
determined to eliminate anything that critics jeered at Spielberg for 
doing, but he lacks Spielberg's malicious taste for suspense. 

There's nothing here like the ominous whoooom ... whoooom 
("That's an impact tremor," Jeff Goldblum stammered) that 
announced the T. Rex in the first film, or the witty clack-clack of the 
raptors' claws tapping patiently on the kitchen floor. Johnston's 
dinos just pop up and chase whatever's around. More than before, 
they come across as merely big monsters who occupy the center of 
action scenes. Jurassic Park III is spectacular but not scary or thrilling 
— Johnston has graciously, if probably unintentionally, given Sony 
a good PlayStation template for a game. 

Once again, a child is in danger; this time it's young Eric 
(Trevor Morgan), who's marooned on Isla Soma, the "second 
island" of genetic-dino breeding seen in The Lost World. Eric's 
divorced parents (William H. Macy and Tea Leoni) unite to go save 
him; they lure the original movie'shero, Dr. Alan Grant (Sam Neill), 
to help them by waving a fraudulent promise of big money in his 
face. If Macy and Leoni were presented as obsessive, narcissistic 




parents driven to find their son no matter who else gets killed, the 
movie might've had some bite, but they're painted as everyday 
boring people for the audience to relate to, and William H. Macy, 
aside from a couple of funny lines, hands in his least inspired 
performance ever. 

Ironically, Laura Dern probably comes off best here — maybe 
because she's worked with Johnston before (in October Sky), maybe 
because she's only in it for about five minutes and feels relieved not 
to have to run screaming from thin air. Playing a happily-married- 
with-two-kids Ellie Sadler (not married to Alan Grant, we note with 
some surprise; the movie never tells us what happened), Dern 
seems loose and relaxed — qualities not shared by those on Isla 
Soma, for obvious reasons. Sam Neill does some of the same oh- 
God-not-this-again shtick Jeff Goldblum did in Lost World, but 
whereas Goldblum made it work for his character, Neill — the actor, 
not the character — looks resentful at having to revisit this digital 
playpen. 

So how are the dinosaurs? As sculpted by Stan Winston and 
animated, in part, by ILM's computer wonks, they're looking smooth; 
the dinosaurs in the first Jurassic Park that blew us all away in 1993 
already look a little, well, 1993 in comparison with the 2001 models. 
(Students of such things may be able to trace the development of 
computer animation through the Jurassic Park movies.) But the 
dinosaur scenes also go by too fast; it's not only that Johnston isn't 
the mechanical wizardSpielbergis — he also doesn't have Spielberg's 
team of editor, composer, and cinematographer. Much of Jurassic 
Park III looks alternately washed-out and too dark — it looks 
crappy, to be blunt. And the film zips by too fast for any one 
sequence to gather weight or momentum. When the mighty T. Rex 
and the even mightier Spinosaurus duke it out, it should be a true 
clash of the titans, a climactic collision of apocalyptic force, but it 
arrives too soon and is staged at such a hectic pace that it's over 
before you know it. That goes for the rest of the movie too, really.
